Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  1971. 

During  this  period  2,877  vessels  entered 
the  Harbour  with  a  total  of  1312,798  n.r.t.  The 
actual  figures  are  - 

1,132  vessels  (including  146  yachts  and  15 

H. M. Ships)  from  foreign  ports  (515,394  n.r.t.) 

I, 695  vessels  from  coastwise  ports 
(797,404  n.r.t.) 

During  this  period  1,021  vessels  from  foreign 
ports  and  266  coastwise  ports  were  inspected. 

31S  veesels  from  foreign  ports,  and  24  from 
coastwise  ports  were  revisited. 

This  shews  an  almost  25%  increase  in  foreign 
arrivals,  and  a  small  decrease  in  coastwise  arrivals 
accounted  for  by  the  closing  down  of  the  gas  works. 
There  are  now  regular  services  from  Sweeden,  Finland, 
Holland,  France,  Portugal,  Spain,  Cyprus  and  the 
middle  east  to  this  port. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  good  in  most 
vessels . 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

With  the  spread  of  Cholera  from  the  far  east  to 
Europe  and  North  Africa  a  careful  watch  has  been  kept 
on  all  vessels  from  these  areas.  When  requested 
innoculat lens  against  Cholera  have  been  carried  out. 
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RODENT  CONTROL . 


All  vessels  from  foreign  ports  we^e  examined  for 
evidence  of  rats.  The  cargo  transit  sheds  are 
treated  regularly  by  the  rodent  operators  of  the 
Councils  concerned.  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for 
their  efficient  service.
